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ALLIES TAKE TIEN TSINBY STORM 
BUT LOSE 800 MEN IN BATTLE 


SHANGHAI, July 17.—The allies assaulted with great vig: 
or and determination the Chinese positions at Tien Tsin on the 
morning of July 14th. The result of three hours’ fighting was a 
splendid victory for the allied forces, who now hold the city and 
all the forts and fortifications of Tien Tsin. 

The Chinese were completely routec and the allies took 
possession of the native city and its defenses. | 

The total losses of the allies in the engagements of Thurs- 
day, Friday and Saturday were about 800 killed and wounded. 
The casualties were greatest among the Americans, Russians 


and Japanese. 
The guns of the allies did immense damage to the native 


city, causing many large conflagrations and finally silenced the 
majority of the enemy’s guns simultaneously. Then 1,500 Rus- 
sians, assisted by small parties of Germans and French, assault- 
ed and captured eight guns that were in position on the railway 
embankment, and the fort, the magazine of which the French 
subsequently blew up. 

A body of American, British, Japanese and Austrian troops 
then made a sortie and attacked the west arsenal, which the 
Chinese had re-occupied. After three hours of the hardest fight- 
ing yet experienced the Chinese fied. 

When the arsenal had been evacuated by the Chinese the 
Americans, French and Japanese and Welsh fusileers advanced 
toward the native city and joined with the other attacking 
forces. The Japanese infantry and a mounted battery advanced 
to the foot of the walls, supported by the Americans and the 
French. Despite valiant attacks, the allfes were only able to 
hold the positions gained outside the walls preparatory to re- 
newing the assault in the morning. 

The casualties sustained by the allies were exceedingly 
heavy, especially to the Americans, French and Japanese. 

Several explosions in the native city were caused by the 
bombardment. : 

The Chinese appear to have exhausted their supply of 
smokeless powder, as they are now using black powder. 


REMEY REPORTS HEAVY AMERICAN LOSS. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—Admiral Remey this morning 
cabled the navy department that the city and ports of Tien Tsin 
are in the hands of the allies. His list of killed and wounded 
is somewhat: fuller than yesterday’s report, but still not entire- 
ly complete. His dispatch follows: 

“Che Foo, July 17.—Today hope to get wounded from Tien 
Tsin, either in hospitals at Taku or aboard Solace. .Communi- 
cation very uncertain. Following casualties apparently con- 
firmed: 

“Marines—Captain Davis killed; Captain Lemley, Lieuten- 
ants Butler and Leonard wounded. 

“Army—Colonel Liscum killed; Majors Reagan and Lee, 
Captains Noyes, Brewster and Brockmiller, Lieutenants Nay- 
lor, Lawton, Hammond and Waldron wounded. 

Total killed and ‘wounded reported 775; Russians and Japa- 
nese lost heavily; our total loss reported 215; about forty were 
marines, but number believed to be exaggerated. | 

“Have officer on shore especially to get authentic number 
and names, which will be promptly telegraphed. City and 
Admiral Seymour return- 
ed to fleet; ranking officer ashore is Admiral Alexieff, at Tien 
Tsin. REMEY.” 

This bulletin was received at the navy department early 
this morning and was copied for distribution about 9 o'clock. 
Before it was given out it was decided to make some change, 
the nature of which was not disclosed, and the above copy was 
finally given to the public. 

In the list of casualties forwarded in Admiral Remey’s 
cable today are six officers not mentioned in yesterday’s ad- 
vices, namely, Major Jesse M. Lee, Captain A. W. Brewster, 
First Lieutenants Louis B. Lawton, William K. Naylor and 
Harold Hammond, and Second Lieutenant William H. Wal- 
dron. 

Major Lee is a native of Indiana. Captain Brewster is a 
native of New Jersey. He was promoted to captain in the reg: 
ular establishment March 2, 1899. Lieutenant Lawton is a native 
of Iowa, but was appointed to the military academy from New 
York.. Lieutenant Hammond is a native of Illinois, from which 
State he was appointed to the military academy. Lieutenant 
Naylor is a native of Illinois and was appointed to the regular 
army from civil life. Lieutenant Waldron is a native of West 
Virginia. He served as quartermaster sergeant in the Second 
West Virginia volunteers during the Spanish war and was ap- 
pointed second lieutenant in the regular establishment April Io, 
1899. 

WU HEARS LEGATIONERS WERE SAFE JULY oth. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—The Chinese minister has receiv 
eda dispatch from the minister at London, authenticated by 
Sheng, the imperial inspector of posts and telegraphs at Shang- 
hai, and by two viceroys, declaring that the foreigners in Pekin 
were safe on July oth and were receiving the protection of the 
£0vernment. This is two days after the reported massacre. 
Minister Wu laid the message before Secretary Hay. The text 
of the dispatch is as follows: 

“The utmost efforts have ,been made to protect foreign min- 
isters, who were well on the 13th (Chinese calendar corre- 
sponding to our July goth.) If Tien Tsin city should be destroy- 
ed it would be difficult to restore the same in 100 years. Re- 
quest the powers to preserve it, as the consequences would af- 
fect Chinese and foreign commerce. Earl Li Hung Chang is 
transferred to north China as viceroy to Chi Li. Please trans- 
mit this dispatch to the ministers at other capitals.” 

This dispatch, which is dated July 16th, was signed by 
Viceroys Liu Kun Yi and Chang Chih Tung, of Nanking. and 
Wu Chang, respectively, and also by Sheng, director of public 
telegraphs at Shanghai. It was addressed to the Chinese minis- 
ter in London and by him transmitted to Minister Wu under to- 
day’s date. . | 

In accordance with the request contained in the cablegram 
Minister Wu asked Secretary Hay to agree with the other pow-

Republican Convention at Louisville Remained in Session

BRADLEY ATTACKED COURTS 


Ex-Governor Criticised the Assumption

Louisville, Ky., July 17.—The republican 
state convention todag nomjnated for 
governor Hon. John W. Yerkes, of Dan- 
ville, adopted a platform declaring the

tion law, and adjourned within three 
hours. There were some anti-Goebel ale 
ocrats in the convention, but as to how 
many, figures differ. In the Shelby,scounty 
delegation there were, according to @ 
statement made from the platform, nine- 
teen democrats. <A feature of the speeches 
Was ne they all paid tributes to what 
the demociatic party has Gone in the past, 
though they unsparingiy denounced the 
present democratic state administration 
and the democratic legislature, thus indi- 
cating a ,} urpose to welcome into the re- 
publican party all democrats who are op- 
posed tv the Goebel electicn law. 

There was no nomination to be made 
by this convention except for governor, 
as this year’s eiection in Kentucky is an 
extraordinary one to fil the vacancy in 
the governorship made by the death ol 
Wiliam Goebel. The present governor, 
Beckham, wiil hold this office only until 
his successor. is elected and qualifies, un- 
less he should himself be elected governor. 

Hon. John W. Yerkes, the nominee for 
governor, is a lawyer, and one of the 
most prominent republicans in Kentucky. 
He is at present a collector of internal 
revenue, but before holding this place, 
had not been an office hclder. He was a 
strong candidate for United States sen- 
atcr when Deboe was elected. After W. 
S. Taylor anncunced ihat he would not be 
a candidate for renomination, Mr, Yerkes 
announced himself as a candidate, and no 
other name has since be2n mentioned for 
the place. The convention was held in 
the auditorium. The boxes were nearly 
all filled with ladies, and in one were Mrs, 
W. & Taylor, wife of the former repub- 
lican governor, and four of her daugh-

Prayer Against Goebel Law. 

Chairman of the State Central Commit- 
tee C. M. Barnett called the convention to 
order and introduced the Rev. H. N. 
Reubelt, of the Christian church at New- 
castle, Ky., who offerad prayer while the 
convention stood. The minister invoked 
divine wisdom and guidance “‘to free the 
ballot and every son of the commvnwéalth 
of Kentucky,” and prayed that “John W. 
Yerkes, who would be nominated for gov- 
ernor, might have a grand victory at the 
election.” 

Chairman Barnett started to speak to 
the convention, but former Governor W. 
O. Bradley entered the auditorium, and 
the delegates interrupted the speaker with 
a storm of cheers for Governor Bradley. 
Chairman Barnett’s references to W. 8S. 
Taylor were wildly cheered. He said, 
with the republicans of Kentucky, it was 
not a question of whether the constitution 
follows the flag, but whether the constitu- 
ticn was worth anything under the flag. 
Mr. Barnett presented ex-Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor John Marshall, of Louisville, for 
temporary chairman, and he was unani- 
mously selected. In fact, the noes on the 
question were not put to the convention. 
Mr. Marshkall’s speech dealt largely with 
Kentucky political affairs. 

Judge T. Z. Morrow was made perma- 
nent chairman. Judge Morrow roused the 
convention to a high pitch of enthusiasm 
in a short but vigorous speech, in which 
he deslured that the ‘‘deziocratic officials 
at Frankfort held their offices by the 
same title by which a wolf holds a sheep, 
that it has just taken from the fold.”’ 

The Platform Vindictive. 

The platform, which was unanimously 
adopted, contained three planks, the 
second and third respectively indorsing 
the Philadelphia convention and its nomi- 
nees and urging the government to protect 
Americans in China and the first» one 
dealing with the state campaign. It was 
as follows: 

“The republican party of Kentucky is 
confronted with a special and extraordi- 
nary duty in the election of a gévernor. 
The events of the past twelve months 
draw together all the friends of social or- 
der and civil liberty. Republican officials 
elected by the people at the polls have 
been denied their offices and the people 
of Kentucky deprived of the right of 
choosing their state officials. 

“Republican members of the legislature 
were unlawfully unseated, the city of 
Louisville deprived of the right to any 
part in the conduct of the government, 
the counties, of Johnson, Magoffin and 
Martin have been denied all voice in the 
The courts declare 
that the only remedy for such invasions 
of personal Ifberty rests with the people 
at the polls.

STRIKERS GO TO COURT TO 
REVOKE RAILWAY CHARTER 


St. Louis, Mo., July 17.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Xdward C. Crow today filed in the 
state supreme court quo warranto pro- 
ceedings against the St. Louis Transit 
Company, the United Railways Company 
and the National Railway Company, ask- 
ing that their charters be revoked. 

The petition recites -that the United 
Railways Company was chartered by the 
state of Missour] to build and operate 
street railways, and it has not conformed 
to this charter; that it is a party to a 
scheme to create a street railway monop- 
oly in St. Louis, the evidence of this being 
its lease of its property to the §t, Louis 
Transit Company, a corporation apparent- 
ly formed to assist in the formation of 
this alleged monopoly. 

The petition alleges, further, that the 
companies have violated the state law in 
capitalizing for more than is allowed un- 
der the state law and for more than the 


actual value of their tangible and in- 
tangible properties, 

The attorney general alleges also that 
the organization and operation of these 
companies are in yiolation of the state 
and federal constitution, and that the 
law passed at the recent session of the 
general assembly authorizing a conculi- 
dation of the street railroads is in contra- 
vention of the state constitution. 

The suit is against all the companies 
embraced in the St. Loulg Transit Com- 
pany’s system, but the prayer asks for the 
forfeiture of the charterg only of the 
United, the Transit and the National com- 
panies. The other companies must answer 
to show by what authority their transfers 
to the St. Loulg Transit Company were 
made. But their charters aré not asked 
for, and if the suit is a success, they will 
have the right to operate their lines as 
independent companies.

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MIGHTY FLOOD IN HONDURAS. 


Lowlands Entirely Under Water and 
Crops Ruined. 

New Orleans, July 17.—A wide section 
of Honduras is being devastated by a 
flood which started in the mountains 
about ten days ago. The first news of the 
alarming conditions reached this city Jast 
evening through passengers on the steam- 
er Breakwater. Practically the — entire 
length of the Honduras railroad is in- 
undated and #1 traffic has been abandon- 
ed. In places the water stands six feet 
over the tracks. 

Plantations have been injured and the 
destruction of bananas by the storm will 
be very heavy. The Breakwater, which 
usually brings about 18,000 bunches of 
bananas, brought less than half a car- 
go because there was no way to get the 
fruit to the port. 

No estimates could be made of the 
damage when the Breakwater sailed, be- 
cause the flood was still too high to foot 
up the losses, but the devastation is said 
to be great and the loss will fall heavily 
upon the banana plantation owners.

BOXER MOVEMENT SPREADS TO KOREA. 


s WASHINGTON, July 17.—The secretary of state has re- 

Ceived a dispatch from Mr. Allen, the American minister in Korea 

‘ saying that the boxers on Saturday, July 14th, destroyed a 
Catholic mission three miles from the Korean boundary and 
fifty miles from the American mines. 

It is believed in the state department that the American 
mines referred to are certain gold mining concessions in the 
province of Ping Yang, the most northern province of Korea 
and one which abuts on Manchuria. . 

While the dispatch is not explicit, it is thought that the 
disturbance occurred on the Manchurian side of the border and 
therefore more than so miles from the newest American settle- 
ment. 

It probably means an extension of the northern boxer 
movement and portends additional trouble for Russia in keep- 
ing open her lines of communication in Manchuria and north- 
ward from Port Arthur, 

ARIIY OF 100,000 MEN NEAR SHANGHAI. 

LONDON, July 17.—According to a Shanghai dispatch 
published here today, 100,000 Chinese troops armed with Maus- 
er rifles and modern artillery are encamped at three points 
within forty miles of Shanghai, ready to siege the town in the 
event or an attack by the Europeans upon the Woo Sung forts.

The general plans will be ready for ex- 
amination September 15th next. Bids will 
be opened November 15th. Bidders are

rangements of battery, turrets and ar- 
mor. The vessels are to be of 14,600 tons 
for the unmsheathed, and 15,000 for the

The ships will have a belt of water 
line armor eight feet wide and from 8 
to 11 inches thick, running clear from bow 
to stern.

Hong Kong, July 17.—All the foreign 
consuls in Canton had an interview with 
Li Hung Chang, July 15th, but failed to 
dissuade him from going north. 

Li Hung Chang is said to have accepted 
full responsibility for any disturbance in 
Canton during his absence. He takes the 
vice regal sea] along with him, thus pre- 
venting the issue of proclamations while 
he is away. Li Hung Chang is expected 
to reach Hong Kong today and will see 
the governor tomorrow. Afterwards he 
will proceed northward.

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The Craze of Empire. 

The craze of empire, opposition to 
which has been declared to be the para- 
mount duty of democracy, was never 
better illustrated than in the history 
of the country to whose burden we 
seem to have succeeded. 

In 16380, before even our provincial 
shape had been assumed, imperialism 
Was rampant in Madrid. The proudest 
kingdom in Europe, to which defeat 
and disaster were unknown, with home 
resources surpassing those of other 
parts of Europe, and a buoyant popula- 
tion anxious for enterprise, it became 
the prey of imperial ambition. There 
Was an empire of development and op- 
portunity at home, but the glamour of 
foreign conquest prevailed, and men 
were dispatched east and west, to the 
Philippines ang the Indies. Thence- 
forth the worker in iron was disrepu- 
table and menial, while the wearer of 
brilliant uniforms was sbrave and no- 
ble. 

There were men in Spain at the time 
whose foresight pictured the inevitable. 
One of these, La Puente, an Augus- 
tinian monk, in direct reference to the 
Philippine occupation, said: 

Against the gain of redeemed souls I 
place the cost in the loss of armadas and 
of soldiers and of friars sent to the Phil- 
ippines, and these I count the chief loss, 
that while mines give silver and forests 
give Tumber, only Spain gives Spaniards, 
and she @hall give so many of them that 
somne day she shall be left childless and 
forced to bring up strangers’ children in- 
stead of her own. 

The thirst for empire continued. 
.While Mexico and Peru and the Indies 
were exploited, poor old Spain lay dy- 
ing. Her soldiers were in evidence, 


a but her artisans disappeared. At last 


the inevitable, foreseen by La Puente, 
came when, in the treaty of Paris, the 
Spanish commissioners signed away 
the last of their possessions in anti- 
podal points. The dream of empire was 
over; ail along the pathway of the cen- 
turies there were strewn the wrecks of 
Spanish resources; and at last. old, de- 
crepit and in debt, the conqueror step- 
ped aside in favor of anothey claimant 
for imperial consideration. 

But it is even at this point that we 
are furnished with a more complete 
verification of what those who believed 
with La Puente declared wrong 300 
years ago. This comes in the announce- 
ment by Dr. Leopold Arnaud, the re- 
cent Spanish consul in Chicago, that 
Spain has been greatly profited, in a 
Material way, by its recent war with 
the United States, which will cause 
nothing but the sincerest gratification 
in this country. The natural wealth of 
Spain is enormous. It has been neglect- 
ed for lack of enterprise. Its mineral 
deposits are among the richest in the 
world. They will afford a stimulus to 


industry and will contribute a vast rev- 


enue to the people. By concentrating 

within its own realm the effort and as- 

_ piration which Spain has heretofore 

- dissipated on its colonies it may, in 

- time, regain much of the glory and im- 
ce which it once enjoyed.

American 
labor is the cheapest In the world, and I 
propose to show you an example of that. 
In this case J brought over my American 
workmen and, having gone to the ex- 
pense of paying their passage, proceeded 
to give them what they had stipulated 
for, and that was 14 shillings a day, but 
then they laid 3,200 bricks a day, and 
I got my contract through in -wonderful 
time, with far more economical results 
than if I had employed so-called cheap 
English labor. I saved both time and 
money.” 


The imperialism of industry is the 
field into which we would direct the at- 
tention of our young men, It means 
more in every way, and for its devel- 
opment we have no need of the soldier 
or the gailor, since all we seek to do 
can better be accomplished without 
them. It is not the captains of war who 
showld be in favor, but the captains of 
industry. 

Herein is contained the paramount 
issue of 1900, 


 . 
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The Industrial South. 


The fact that the south is gradually. 
working its way toward great prosper- 
ity ig demonstrateg not so much in 
the increase in the number of looms 
and spindles as by the general drift 
and tendency which this inerease de- 
notes. For accompanying the new cot- 
ton mills and following them will come 
other productive industries in all lines 
in which profit is assured. 

The hard-headed business men of the 
north understand full well that in all 
lines of manufacture which depend on 
cotton, fron, steel and wood for their 
raw material, no section in the world 
can compete with the south, Any north- 
ern or eastera manufacturer who has 
taken the trouble to investigate the 
conditions existing here will make this 
admission privately. though he will not 
consent to a publication of his views 
with his name attached. But each and 
every one of them knows what is com- 
ing, and understands perfectly well 
that the south in the course of time is 
to be the controlling influence in the 
productive industries of the United 
States. 

Our cotton crop is so important, and 
has been for so long the basis of the 
trade and business of zhe south that 
it is natura! that the first movement 
of the industrial south is devoted to an 
effort to make that crop more valuable. 
This ig natural. Nevertheless, the con- 
ditions which render it possible for the 
south to manufacture cotton more 
profitably than it can be manufactured 
in other sections apply to almost every 
other productive industry that can be 
mentioned. Certainly these conditions 
apply to all the staple commodities, 
Over an extended region in the south, 
jron ore, coal and lime lie side by side; 
over vast areas virgin forests cast their 
shade, and over millions and millions 
of broad acres an equable climate 
spreads its shelfering and life-giving 
wings. 

The weather just now is warm 
enough to deal in generalities, but it 
is not too warm to shut out interest- 
ing details. Therefore let us consider a 
few. In the first place, there is the 
question of labor. Those New. England 
manufacturers who persist in shutting 
their eyes to facts away from home, de- 
clare that the south has “cheap labor.’’ 
This term. by an association of ideas, 
suggests wages as low as those paid in 
Mexico and India, where the labor 
market is full to overflowing. This is 
what Mr. Edward Atkinson means 
when he says that the “‘cheap labor” of 
the south will prove to be very costly 
in the end. 

But what the south has, and what it 
will continue to have so long as the 
wage rate conforms to actual condi- 
tions, is cheaper labor than the north 
and east can employ. The wages of 
labor are invariably and inevitably reg- 
ulated by the conditions of living, by 
rents, by cost of food, clothing and fuel, 
Leaving out of view the conditions 
which prevail when there is a surplus 
of labor at any given center, and 
which have some influence on wages, 
the average rate of wages is based on 
and is regulated By the cost of living. 
Labor is not cheaper in the south be- 
cause of its inefficiency, but because 
the cost of living is cheaper here than 
in the north. Take what in a civilized 
country is the very first item of living. 
Labor must have a shelter for its head 
and this shelter must conform to the 
climate. The houses built for working 
people in the north and east cost near- 
ly twice as much ag those built for the 
same purpose in the south, therefore 
rents must be higher. The price of 
food is higher, and the cost_of fuel is 
nearly twice as much in the east as it 
is in the south. The same may be said 
of clothing. It must be heavier and 
thicker than in the south and therefore 
it costg more. 

In short, it may be said that the 
wage-earner in the south who receives 
$12 a week makes more—that Is to say, 
has a larger margin of profits and 
savings—than the wage earner in the 
north Who is paid $18 a week. This is 
why it is possible forthe southern man- 
ufacturer in any given line to add as 
much value to the raw material as his 
northern competitor at a cost very 
much less. As his margin of profits is 
a great deal wider he can, in times of 
financial stress, sell his goods or hig 
products much cheaper than the north- 
ern manufacturer, 

To the climatic conditions prevailing 
over most of the south must be added 
the physical conditions whith have 
brought the raw material of iron in 
contact with the natural products nec- 
essary to put it in a shape for working 
into marketable commodities. It is as 
impossible for capital to ignore these 
conditions as it is for a seeker after 
gold not to take advantage of a dis- 
covery of the precious metal. While it 
‘ig true that capital hag ignored them 
for many years, that fact has been due 


to various cireutfistances which time 
has at last overcome. 


Today there is but one obstacle in 


that ig the fact 
that millions upon. millions of 
dollars are invested in costly 
plants at the north. These plants must 
be run. They cannot be transferred to 
the south save at tremendous loss, and 
they will not be abandoned unt!) south- 
ern competition is much more impor- 
tant than it is likely to become for 
many years. We shall first witness the 
gradual transference of the cotton mill 
industry to the south, a movement 
which requires time, and then we shall 
see other industries coming hither, all 
impelled by the same motives that im- 
pelleqd the Carnegie stee] company to 
build its plant in the iron and coke 
producing region of Pennsylvania, 

The mention of this great company 
calls to mind the rumor that it has 
recently purchased extensive Bessemer 
ore properties at Liano, Tex. This pur- 
chase, if the rumor thereof be true, 
was undoubtedly made with an eye to 
the future development of that region 
as the site of iron and gteel works. In 
Georgia there are vast deposits of 
brown hematite ore and this will un- 
doubtedly invite the resurrecting hand 
of capital. 

During the first six months of the 
present year 876,368 new spindles have 
been contracted for in the south. These 
spindles stand for an investment of 
about $25,000,000. Of the number 192.,- 
428 are creditéd to Georgia, which 
stauds next to South Carolina with its 
349,252 spindles contracted for since 
the first of January.

The Department of the Gulf. 

There is some talk of the re-estab- 
lishment of the department of the 
gulf. 

This department was rendered nec- 
essary during the war with Spainin or- 
der to command the south Atlantic and 
gulf coasts. It was a military recogni- 
tion of the importance of this whole 
section, which is at present without 
its due influence in the distribution of 
military favors. The breaking up of 
the headquarters was a mistake, and 
its re-establishment would be only an 
act of wisdom for the service {iself. 

The incentive to the present discus- 
sion is said to consist {n the necessity 
of giving Major General Otis a com- 
mand commensurate with his rank, 
though General Miles has recommend- 
ed its re-establishment. General Otis is 
now on leave of absence and there is 
no prospect of his being assigned to 
duty immediately. He came home from 
the Philippines to take a rest, and the 
president is. disposed to accommodate 
him fully in that respect. Unless pres- 
ent plans miscarry, General Otis will 
not resume active duty until the com- 
mand of the military department of 
the lakes, at Chicago, becomes vacant 
in September next by the statutory re- 
tirement of Brigadier General Joe 
Wheeler on account of age. He then 
will have his choice of vacant com- 
mands. 

In the meantime it is urged that the 
departnfent of the gulf should be re- 
established for his benefit. 


Who Will Give the Answer. 

The curious effort of Mr. Horace 
White to make Mr. Bryan responsible 
for Mr. Hoar’s retreat from the posi- 
tion pointed out by his conscience 
continues with unabated zeal. 

The latest claim from that quarter is 
that if the treaty had been “heid up” 
it would have been possible to secure 
an amendment to article 3, so ag to 
make it read: “Spain cedes to the in- 
habitants of the Philippines the sover- 
eignty thereof as soon as they have 
formed a stable government.” As this 
was not done, it “appears” to the Hoar 
crowd that “Mr. Bryan's defense of xis 
course in urging ratification of the 
treaty of Paris is quite hollow.” 

We do not inquire how or why this 
suggested amendment had any more 
chance than the Bacon resolution; that 
is quite beside the question. What we 
desire to know is how Mr. Bryan’s at- 
titude on this or any other question, 
right or wrong, hag anything to do 
with Senator Hoar’s embracement of 
a policy which he has been all along 
denouncing as criminal? 

That is the question to which 
thoughtful men of all parties would be 
glad to see a satisfactory answer.

is made,” * * * which reduces the orig- 
inal staff of life “to little better than 
starch—a carbonaceous compound, or 
heat-producer, containing not a trace of 
phosphate.,’’ 


He further oases. ON can be proved 
beyond all doubt that the condition of 
mentality that leads to insanity is not 
only curable by partaking of such foods 
as are capable of being elaborated into 
normally constituted blood, but preventa- 
ble by abstaining from such inriutri- 
tious starch and other so-called foods 
as do not contain the necessary brain nu- 
trition, such as rice, macaroni, tapioca, 
and the starch of potatoes when eaten 
without the skin. The reason why as- 
paragus, cabbage, lettuce, string beans, 
spinach and other green vegetables are 
so wholesome is that the skins are not 
rejected.’’ 


He also necetts that it has been proved 
by chemical analysis, and demonstrated 
by microscopic experiments made by him- 
self, that the most valuable brain-sus- 
taining properties are in the skins of 
all cereals, fruits and vegetables when 
they ripen. 

And he cites the case of a regiment 
of soldiers stationed where grapes were 
the chief article of food. The officers 
became sick and unfit for duty, while 
the privates were all well. An inquiry 
into the cause found that the soldiers 
swallowed the hulls of the grapes, while 
the officers swallowed only the pulp, and 
threw away the hulis. It was then ‘‘or- 
dered” that the officers should swallow 
the skins of the grapes, which they did, 
and immediately recovered. 

And in the article it is stated that 
great doctors are condemning the use 
of food which is not true food, and as- 
sert that the growing craze. for alcohol 
is the result of nature’s demand for stim- 
ulafits, arising from innutrition, and that 
the battle of temperance must be fought 
in the kitchen.

I have thus stated fully and fairly the 
position, arguments, assertions and con- 
clusions of Professor Hart.- Now please 
bear with me while I make a few com- 


ments. 


He has produced a fine-spun, high- 
wrought theory, which the exercise of a 
little common sense will shaw to. be 
worthless, stupid, and as “baseless as 
the fabric of a vision.’’ 

Why not tell us it will be wholesome 
to eat the skins of bananas, oranges, 


‘walnuts and all other nuts; the rind of 


watermelons—not simply the skins, but 
that part of the rind which is disagreea- 
ble to the taste, and unwholesome? Why 
not eat the seeds of peaches or the “‘guts’”’ 
and seeds of pumpkins and muskmelons, 
or the “strings’’ of beans? Why not eat 
the “hulls” of green English ‘peas? Why 
not eat the hulls of both. beans and peas 
when the seeds ripen instead of the seeds 
only? Why not eat the shucks and cobs 
of corn, whether green or matured? 
Why not eat the shells of eggs and 
oysters, and the scales of fishes, and the 
feathers, bones, heads and toenails of 
fowls, and the hair, hides, bones, ten- 
dons, horns, hoofs and teeth of cattle, 
sheep, goats, and deer, and the hair, 
hides, bones, teeth and toenails of squir- 
rels, rabbits and 'possums? 

Some vegetables and frults are deadly 
poisons. We have learned to reject 
them as food. 


I believe it Men Sonn found, botIP by 
analysis and by observation and use, 
that ‘“‘whole-wheat”’ flour, with the coarse 
bran sifted from it by a common corn- 
meal sifter, makes the most wholesome 
bread, and that ‘the coarse bran, if al- 
lowed to remain in the flour, and be 
made into bread, adds nothing to the di- 
gestibility, life-giving properties or brain 
nourishment of either wheat or corn 
bread; also, that the ‘“‘white’’ flour so 
generally used, though not having so 
much of these very desirable qualities, 
is, nevertheless, wholeseme, or not in- 
jurious, to those who use it exclusively. 

There is one case in which our food— 
no matter what it may be—is dangerous 
and damaging to health and life and 
sound mentality; and that is when we 
eat too much and thus overtax the 
stomach. This is the danger point 
against which we should guard with un- 
ceasing vigilance, strong and firm resolu- 
tion and never-dying self-denial; such 
as no other vice or indulgence in this 
life requires to successfully resist. 


Professor Hart ‘aye "the ‘‘twhite’’ flour 
so much used is only carbonaceous—heat- 
producing. If so, it must be stimulating. 
The great doctors says that its use is 
the cause of the growing craze for stimu- 
lants! Consistency is a jewel! 

No; Professor Hart, on this subject, is 
a fool! The fools are not all dead yet; 
and the fool-killer is neglecting his duty!

'HOW CLARK HOWELL 


ENTERED POLITICS 


Augusta Herald: Speaking about Clark 
Howell, in politics some good stories were 
told upon the genial] Atlantian at, the 
time of his nomination to the legislature 
in 1886. He could not have been twenty- 
four years old at that time. He was then 
night editor of The Atlanta Constitution, 
of which his father was editor and Henry 
Grady associate and a managing editor. 


The Atlanta politicians had got into a 
snarl over the legislative ticket. Prohibi- 
tion was then rampani in Atlanta; in fact, 
the city was working under the provisions 
of the local option law. Captain Evan P. 
Howell and other local leaders had a ses- 
sion in The Constitution office at night. 
A strong anti-ticket for the lower house 
was to be made up. Youn; Clark Howell 
was not in this sanhedrim. 

He was at the theater blissfully un- 
conscious of entering the legislative are- 
na. Strong pressure was made upon Evan 
Howell to run for ‘the legislature against 
the prohibitionists. It was felt that his 
influence on The Constitution was needed 
to offset Henry Grady’s powerful work 
for prohibition. Captdin. Howell, how~- 
ever. was firm. He did ‘not care to run 
for the house, “I'll tell you what I'll 
do.” said the captain, “I’ll make Clark 
run.”’ 


So Clark’s name wus put on the ticket 
without his knowledge. He did not re- 
turn to The Constitution office after the 
theater and the next morning when he 
awoke he found himself a full fledged pol- 
iticlan, plunged into one of the hottest 
local fights ever known in Georgia. It 
was an experience like that of a gentle- 
man from Indiana. Clark Howell led the 
ticket in the primary, was nominated, 
and elected. 


On the day of the primary that year an 
old farmer presented himself at the polls 
with a Clark Howell ticket. Knowing he 
was an ardent prohibitionist some of, his 
friends protested. 

“Yes,”’ he said, “it is true I am a pro- 
hibitionist. but I’ve known Clark How- 
ell for fift# years and I can’t vote against 
him.”’ 


The elder Howell of the same name is 
the grandfather of the young editor and» 
the old prokibitionist, confusing the 
names, plumped the young boy and could 
not be argued out of his position. Today 
there are hundreds of old men in Atlanta 
who are glad to vote for the junior Clark 
on his own account, 


THE LARGE INCREASE 
“IN COTTON MANUFACTURES 


New York Press: Plans have been per- 
fected for a large increase in cotton 
manufacture in the south through the 
construction of new plants and the en- 
largement of existing establishments. It 
is probable that this year more than $10,- 
000,000 additional capital will be invested 
in this indutsry, chiefly in Alabama, the 
Carolinas and Tennessee. New plants 
in the eastern sections of the south 
have made arrangements for the manu- 
facture of a finer grade of goods than 
hitherto has been produced, One com- 
pany in Chattanooga has installed mule 
spindles capable of spinning yarn so fine 
that sixty-five pounds would, if stretched 
out, belt the world, and these spindles 
are being introduced in other mills in 
the Cdrolinas and it Alabama. These 
facts indicate not only the rapid expan- 
sion of the cotton manufacturing indus- 
try in the south, but, what is of most 
importance, a deoided improvement in 
the quality of the goods produced. These 
results have been brought about 
through the prosperous conditions of the 
industry and the broadening markets, 
both of which have been directly influ- 
enced by the protective tanff. This fact 
is recognized not only by the manufact- 
urers, but by the more intelligent of 
their employees. The latter have enjoyed 
steady work at good wages and, more- 
over, with the introduction of,new ma- 
chinery for the production of finer grades 
of goods, wages have been increased and 
the operators of this machinery have 
had the benefit of instruction which has 
elevated their position and made it pos- 
sible for them hereafter to command a 
comparatively high rate of compensa- 
tion.

With a view. to encourage the establish- 
ment of plants in the south, many mu- 
nicipalities, such as Huntsville, Ala., have 
offered tax exemption o. the enterprises 
for ten years, free water for seven years 
from the town supply and free sites for 
the factories. Influenced by these in- 
ducements, it may be observed that a 
cotton manufacturing establishment at 
Parkhill, Mass.; which makes fine ging- 
hams and silk-filled goods, has begun 
preparations for opening a branch in 
Huntsville, Ala., which, when completed, 
will make two mills with northern capi- 
tal in that town. Doubtless governments 
in other localities in the south which wish 
to enjoy the advantages of manufacturing 
establishments will offer similar induce- 
ments for capital and thus, in time, the 
south may equal New England as a cot- 
ton manufacturing section, 
- i ae 
When the facts were disclosed early in 
the year regarding the distribution of the 
cotton crop, it was found that a much 
larger amount of the staple had been 
bought by southern spinners. directly 
from the plantation than ever before. 
Comparatively cheap labor, low transpor- 
tation charges on the staple, a mini- 
mum of taxation and the avoidance of 
labor disturbance enabled the southern 
mills successfully to compete with the 
New England establishments so far as 
concerned the cost of production and 
hence the increased demand for the sta- 
ple. The chief advantage which the 
eastern mills enjoyed was in distribution, 
but it is probable that in the near future 
the southern manufacturers will be able 
to compete even in this respect. In an- 
ticipation of the opening of the new cot- 
ton season iuwe mills of the Carolinas 
and of Georgia are contracting for the 
finer grades of cotton fiber raised in 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Arkansas, and 
at the same time they are demanding 
reduced railroad transportation rates 
from the plantation to the mill in order 
to enable the manufacturers to com- 
pete with their northern rivals. This 
indicates a purpose to absorb still larger 
amounts of the staple next season, and 
it also shows that all the principal south- 
ern mills are devoting more attention 
than formerly to the production of finer 


goods.

The devélopment of the southern cot- 
ton manufacturing industry has been 
promoted not only by the tariff, but by 
the extertsion of banking facilities under 
the new currency law and the conse- 
quently cheaper rates for money. Capi- 
talists who have invested in these manu-

are indebted for their success to the 
prosperous conditions which have so gen-

No plan could be determined on at the 
meeting, but it is practically certain 
that the work contemplated will cost 
the state between $5,000 and $8,000. The 


‘farm buildings are at: the present time 


without fire protection, although the wa- 
ter system used on the place answers all 
domestic purposes. The remarkable suc- 
cess of the prison farm from a humani- 
tarian as well as-financial standpoint 
justifies the commission in making the 
outlay of money which goes to the pro- 
tection of the state’s property. 


The indications are that the farm will : 


prove even a greater success this year 
than it did last year. A greater propor- 
tion of the land included in the place has 
been cultivated and the extent of the 
work required to protect the crops is 
sufficient to keep the inmates busy con- 
tinually. Last year instead of being a 
burden on the state the prison farm 
turned out a money-making investment 
and this year it is probable that an even 
greater profit will be realized.

Mrs. Mary Landis, of thig city, was 
@@ eye-witness to a phase of the struggle 
that fell to the lot of few, if any other 
women, of the south. Nompartisan in 
Sympathy—or rather, with a sympathy 
that extended alike to confederate and 
federal—she occupied a unique and roman- 
tic niche in the friendship of the opposing 
leaders that gave her excellent oppor- 
tunity for an insight into the daily life 
of the armies that lay couchgnt tn and 
Sround Atlanta ready to spring at each 
Other’s throats. She knew a majority of 
the federal ang confederate generals in- 
timately enough to address them with- 
out the formality of their military titles, 
and this fact gained for her privileges 
that were ailowed to no other woman. 
When Atlanta was evacuated she was the 
Only woman allowed to remain in the 
clty. With a personal guard furnished 
by Genera] Geary, she walked the streets 
of Atlanta unmolested, and did much to 
relieve the suffering and distress of the 
poor. The excitement of war had a fas- 
cination for her which to this day she 
cannot explain—a fascination that did 
Much to relieve it of its horror. 

Sketch of Mrs. Landis, 
Mrs, €andis is one of Atlanta’s oldest 


citizens. Shs was born in Scotland fif- 
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ty-eight years ago and came to this coun- 
try when she was but eleven years of 
age. She sprang from fighting stock. 
Her uncle, Samue? Morris, distinguished 
himself at Trafalgar and was retired on 
a pension of a guinea aday. During her 
childhood she moved to London with her 
parents. Her father enjoyed an intimacy 
with Gladstone, and she remembers dils- 
tinctly sitting on the knee of the great 
statesman. Her uncle, in Philadelphia, 
was a shipping merchant. She lived with 
him up to the time of her martiage to 
Solomon Landis, a master mechanic and 
a native of Pennsylvania. In 1858 
husband moved south, and since that day, 
with the exception of a few years, she 
has resided continupusly in Atlanta, 
When the war broke out her 
husbeand’s @ympathies were al] with 
the north, although he took no 
active part in the struggle. Mrs. 
Landis was fond of the south and 
loved the southern people. At the same 
time, sbe believed that the integrity of 
the union sheuld be preserved. To this 
day she ig not certain which cayse appeal- 
ed to her more strongly. The first years 
of the war were uneventful, so far as she 
was concerned. It was when the federal 
forces flung themselves against the city 
of Atlanta that her intimacy with the fi- 
tanic struggle began. 
Her home was then, as now, situated 
federals began to advance on Atlanta af- 
ter the battle of Peachtree creek, the 
line of march led direct to her house.

If you seek to find Mrs. Landis’s home, 
the directory will not be of much service.

NG WOMAN WAS FOUND SHOT. 
THQUCHT SHE ATTEMPTED SiC 


ely Christopher Was Shot 


Last Night in a Room on 


Alabama Street, 


WILL EBBERT WAS WITH HER 


Police Believe the Woman Fired the 
Shots, 


SENSATIONAL SCENES WITNESSED 


Ebbert Is Manager of the Kates 
Transfer Company—Physicians 
Think Woman Will Die. 
Ebbert Taken in Cus- 
tody by Police. 


A pistol shot and the screams of a 
woman were heard lest night on the third 
ficor of the building at the southwest cor- 
ner of Alabama and Loyd streets, and 
when the police entered the place they 
found Kelly Christopher, a yourg woman, 
lying on the floor with a bullet hole in her 
body and William L. Ebbert, of the Kates 
Transfer Company, bending over her in 
ayrarent deep grief. 

The woman seemed to te desperately 
wounded and the ambulance was sent for. 

Captain Jennings, Sergeant Moss, Pa- 
trolmen Jim Shepard, Brown and Holt and 
Call Officers Cornett and Garner all hur- 
ried to the scene, and an investigation of 
the affair was immediately begun. 

The woman stated, between her screams 
and moanings, that she rad shot her- 
self. 

Ebbert threw himself on the ted, crying 
out. 

It was decided that the best thing to do 
for the woman and for Ebbert was to get 
him out of the way, and he was taken 
to the police barracks. He resisted and 
fought like a madman and much force 
had to be used to get him to the patrol 
wagon. It required the combined strength 
of four men to get him down the stair- 
steps. 

As soon as Ebbert was removed, ‘the 
wemar became violent in her struggles, 
until a physician arrived. 

Dr. A. P. Ebbert, a brother of William 
L., was sent for and he looked after the 
weurded woman until the ambulance ar- 
rived. 
Ebbert Held by the Police. 

The police felt that they were justifia- 


‘ble in holding Ebbert until the outcome 


of the-shooting was definitely reported 
upon by the hospital physicians this 


mcrning. 

There had been a quarrel between Eb- 
bert and the woman and sne had run from 
the room and was in the hall when the 
shot was fired. 

The only eye-witness, a woman, stated 
that she believea Kelly Christopher had 
killed herself. The witness, however, call- 
ed the woman “Mrs. Ebbert,’ stating that 
she had gone by that name since room- 
ing in the building. 

Ebbert was too much under the infiu- 
ence of liquor and excitement to make any 
intelligent statement of the affair last 
night. 

It was about 10:15 o’clock last night 


when the shot was fired. 

From the evidence of Mrs. Rosa Gowan, 
who was in the hall when the shooting took 
place, it appears that Kelly Christopher 


‘was running toward the stairway lead- 


ing to the second floor. Kelly stated to 
the witness that she and Will were quar- 


reling. : 
Story of an Eye Witness. 

“Will has ordered me away,” said Kelly 
to the witness, ‘‘and I am going to kill 
myself. But don’t you téll Will.” 

“T saw Kelly running toward the stair- 
way,” stated Mrs. Gowan to a Constitu- 
tion reporter, ‘‘and the next thing I knew 
a pistol was fired and I think Kelly had 
it in her hand, although I did not see it. 
As soon as she was shot Kelly ran back 
into her room and Will was coming to- 
ward her in the hall. The couple have 
been up here about three weeks and they 
passed as Mr. and Mrs. Ebbert. 

Patrolman Brown found the pistol, a 
double barrel derringer; in the hall. 

When the officers. entered the room, 
which was No. 3 on the third floor, Eb- 
bert was acting like a man demented. 
He would throw himself on the bed and 
then fall and roll over on the floor. He 
called her all kinds of endearing names. 
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The woman said again and again that 
she had shot herself and that ‘“‘Will was 
not to blame.” 

Captain Jennings, who investigated the 
affair very thoroughly, said last night 
that he believed the woman had shot her- 
self and that it was a case of attempted 
suicide. 

The captain ordered a case 
against Ebbert for being drunk. 

Acted Like a Madman. 

An officer had to choke Ebbert in taking 
him to the barracks, as he fought every 
step of the way. One of the officer’s 
fingers was dislocated. 

When seen in the eity prison, Pbbert 
talked about nothing except the way in 
which he said he had been handled. He 
was asked four or five times if he cared 
to make any statement about the shoot- 
ing, and each time he replied: 

“I've nothing to say except that I want 
to get hold of that officer who choked 
me.” 

The officers couhd ascertain but little 
about the woman. She is young and has 
light hair and blue eyes. About a month 
ago she was arrested and made to move 
from a house on Loyd street. Dr. Ebbert 
Stated that she had attempted suicide 
before by taking morphine. 

The Grady hospital physicians last 
night at 12 o'clock pronounced Kelly 
Christopher’s wound as of a serious na- 
ture, as the bullet had entered the abdo- 
men, and it is believed she will die. 

At a late hour last night Judge James 
A. Anderson, at the request of Ebbert’s 
friends and relatives, went to the hos- 
pital and took down a statement from 
the woman, 

An effort was made to get Bbbert re- 
leased, but Captain Jennings stated that 
he would have to be held until there were 
further investigations in the affair.

AN ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING 


The Company Would Like To Go In a 
Body. 


IT 15 THE FIRST 10 VOLUNTEER 


Another Meeting Will Be'Heli at the 
Capitol Next Tuesday, When 
Definite Action Will Be 
Taken on the 
Matter. 


At an enthusiastic’ meeting held in their 
armory at the state capitol last night, the 
Atlanta artillery, Georgia state troops, de- 
cided almost unanimously to tender their 
services to President McKinley, through 
Governor Candler, to go to China and join 
the American troops now fighting so 
bravely in that far away eastern country. 

Speeches were made by officers of the 
troop which were enthusiastically re- 
celved, and when an expression was called 
for from the men present, everyone re- 
sponded heartily in favor of the move. 
The men are earnest, having been wrought 
up by the new8 of the slaughter of Amer- 
icans in China. 

The move was first inaugurated by Lieu- 
enant J. M. Fluker, and Sergeant B. 
Wildauer. These two gentlemen have 
watched the dispatches from the east with 
growing determination, and last Monday 
night the climax was reached. They de- 
cided on a call meeting of the troop to 
lay before them their plan. They moved 
around among the men quietly giving as 
little publicity to the matter as possible, 
telling them to be at the armory promptly 
at 8 o’clock Tuesday night. Only about 
forty members could be seen in the short 
time, and all of these were present. There 
are about sixty members. 

When the men were called to order 
Lieutenant Fluker told them the purpose 
of the call. He made a speech, proposing 
to the men that the troop as a whole 


volunteer their services to the president | 
| will be provided with tickets to the mam- 


through Governor Candler to go to China 
aad help avenge the death of the gallant 
Atlanta boy, Captain Davis, who fell in 
battle, and a score of other American sol- 
diers. 

Men Were Enthusiastic. 

When Lieutenant Fluker had concluded, 
Sergeant Wildauer spoke in the same 
strain.

This movement on the part of the At- 
lanta artillery is the first proposal made 
by any body of men to volunteer their 
services to participate in the Chinese 
war.

If he 
desires to go, his name will be placed on 
the list with the others. If he is not so 
inclined, nothing further will be said to 
him regarding the actions of his com- 
rades. 

Captain L. D. Morris, who married 
recently, is out of the city on his wed- 
ding trip, and it is not known what hg 
thinks of the action of the men. 

The Atlanta artilléry i6 made up of 
fighting men, and makes no bid for the 
honors usually showered on “tin’’ sol- 
diers.

Early Planted Fruiting Well, But Is

REPORT CONSIDERED FAVORABLE 


Bears Had Everything Their Own, 
Way Except a Few Minutes 
Around Opening—New Or- ,° 
leans Long Interest 
Faltering. 


The weather bureau at Washingtén, in its 
weekly summary of crop conditions, says of 
cotton: 

‘‘A general improvement in the condition of 
cotton is reported except in Florida and Lou- 
isiana, but the plant is small and is fruiting 
slowly in the central and eastern districts, 
where some fields are still grassy. In Texas the 
crop has made good growth, but is very uneven 
and the early planted is fruiting well, except 
im scattered localities.’’ 


THE BEAR PRESSURE SEVERE. 


Holders Dumped Great Blocks of 
Summmer and Later Months. 
New York, July 17.—Except for a, few. min- 
utes around the opening the bear faction had 
things on the cotton exchange all its own way 
today, and hammered prices down to the low- 
est figures touched in weeks. The August op- 
tion was by far the most susceptible delivery 
on the list, and fell to 8.85, this being just 
102 points below the best prices scored eight 
days ago. The market opened steady in tone 
with prices 2 to 5 points higher on room cov- 
ering and light investment demand, founded 
on a steadier feeling in Liverpool than ex- 
pected. The demand was soon gratified, and 
then the market began to feel the effect of bear 
pressure. Point by point values eased off until 
holders became panic-stricken, and dumped 
over great blocks of summer and later months’ 
deliveries. The late cables portrayed emphatic 
weakness in Liverpool, foreign representatives 
here were plentifully stocked with selling or- 
ders, while New Orleans seemed to actually 
flood our market with orders calling for the 
sale of the new crop options. Rumors gained 
circulation to the effect that an influential long 
interest in New Orleans was tottering on the 
ragged edge and might collapse at any moment. 
The weather accounts were favorable. Shortly 
after midday the storm of liquidation and bear 
speculation seemed to reach its height, and 
from then on the market was not only quieter, 
but developed considerable recuperative energy 
on brisk profit taking. But anything Hke spec- 
ulation failed to come to the front. The weekly 
crop statement from the bureau at Washing- 
ton was quite as favorable as anticipated. The 
late phases of the market were rather better, 
prices working up to almost last night's clos- 
ing on profit-taking purchases. At the close 
the feeling was steady with prices net | to

Readjustment of Affairs of 
Price, McCormick & Co. 


__45 Wall Street, New York, July 5, 1900. 
To the Creditors of 
Messrs. Price, McCormick & Co.: 

Forty-two.days ago Messrs. Price, Mc- 
Cormick & Cb. found it necessary to sus- 
pend payment, and made a general as- 
signment under the laws of the state of 
New York to Mr. William J. Curtis. 

The business and operations of the firm 
were very extensive, including the Eng- 
lish as well as American stock and cot- 
ton markets. The active accounts upon 
their books numbered over elefven- hun- 
dred; the indebtedness amounted to about 
$13,000,000, and the secured loans to over 
$10,000,000. 

From this statement it would not be 
unreasonable to expect that the sudden 
stoppage of such a large organization 
would necessarily involye enormous sac- 
rifice in assets; but it is due to the as- 
signee (as well as to the members of the 
firm, who have rendered every possible 
assistance), lo state that over $8,000,000 
of the loans have been discharged; most 
of the accounts (involving many compli- 
eations) have been adjusted and deter- 
minedy only a small amount of securities 
have been sold under rome conditions 
since the assignment, and *%that the re- 
maining loans are now being carried and 
daily diminished. 

Our plan, by which customers were in- 
duced to take up their securities at the 
then market prices and to leave the defi- 
ciency thereon as a general claim against 
the assigned estate, worked admirably; 
while the banks and bankers holdmg 
loans hapre responded in the most con- 
siderate and broadminded manner to the 
requests of the assignee and the un- 
dersigned for the withholding of collateral 
from sale. To both classes of creditors 
the assignee, counsel and firm record 
their gratitude. 

On the 23d ultimo the assignee filed his 
official schedules as of May 24, 1900, but 
I have no doubt that you will have ap- 
preciated that the assets «those in the 
hands of the assignee redeemed from the 
loans which he has paid off, as well as 
those still standing as collateral to the 
unpaid loans) are still subject to the fluct- 
uations -of the markets; and also that 
the liabilities may be increased. These 
conditions are incident to a business of 
this magnitude and variety. In’ closing 
the numerous accounts, I believe that the 
liabilities will be increased at least $200,000 
above all former estimates. 

In this case, however, as is characteris- 
tic of most active banking concerns, some 
of the securities are of a kind not imme- 
diately marketable at advantageous 
prices, and require special prudence and 
skill, as well as time, for the realizatien 
of the best results. I believe that if cer- 
tain of the securities of this class are not 
now thrown upon the market they will, 
within two years (and some at an early 
date), produce a much larger sum, The 
chief asset of this character is about 
20,000 ‘shares of the Philadelphia Compa- 
ny (owning street railroads, natural gas, 
artifiicial gas and electric light and pow- 
er properties in Pittsburg, consolidated 
last year under the auspices of the well- 
known banking house of Brown Bros. & 
Co.) This company pays dividends of 5 
per cent per annum upon its capital 
stock, The present market price of the 
shares is $3 (par value $50). The stock 
has sold at par. 

The assignee cannot hold the securities 
referred to for the requisite period, and 
it, therefore, becomes necessary to de- 
vise some other method of presesving 
and securing the equity in the assets of 
this class. 

»@ might permit the law to take its 
course, wind up the assignment in due 
season, and at the end of a considerable 
period distribute such dividend as might 
be warranted; but this process would not 
be, in my judgment, for the best interest 
of creditors. 

I consider it of far greater benefit to 
creditors that they promptly receive 50 
per cent upon their accounts, and that 
the remaining .equity be held, realized 
upon and distributed by trustees, under 
liberal conditions of time and discretion, 
for the benefit of creditors desiring to 
join the plan; or, at the creditor’s dption, 
that 25 per cent be paid in cash, with 
a distribution in kind of certain of the 
stocks under the conditions set forth in 
the plan and with a further equity in the 
remainder. 

It is not practicable for the assignee 
promptly to distribute 50 per cent.in casi. 
Recognizing, however, the advantages to 
creditors ot the immediate use of money 
in their affairs and to facilitate their 
needs or desires, and. to anticipate the 
realization upon assets of the kind re- 
ferred to, I have negotiated and arranged 
for loans to the trustees of an amount: 
which, together with such sum as it may 
Le practicable for the assignee to distrib- 
ute at the same’ time, will afford the 
means for the immediate payment of 450 
per cent upon approved claims of the de- 
positing creditors; such loans severally 
to be secured by assets held by the trus- 
tees (other than those distributed under 
the plan), and to run for the period of 
at least one year, if the trustees so de- 
Sire. 

The annual income from such assets is 
at present mcre than equal to the inter- 
est upon such trust loan. 

Accordingly, I have prepared and sub- 
mit herewith a plan for the readjustment 
of affairs, with the view to the realiza- 
ilon of the best and quickest results to 
the depositing creditors. 

The plan, in effect, provides for: 

(a) The immediate discharge of all 
outstanding loans, and the redemption 
of the remaining collateral thereon. 

(b) The prompt distribution of 50 per 
cent in cash to creditors availing of the 
plan, and the establishment of a trust in 
respect of certain imporiant assets which 
are not immediately mafketable except 
ut a great sacrifice, and from which secu- 
rities it is anticipated much better re- 
sults will be realized-during the period 
of the trust and under the prudent man- 
agement of the trustees. 

(c) Or, at the option of such creditor, 
to be exercised as stated in the plan, 25 
per cent in cash and the distribution to 
him in kind of his pro rata of certain 
* the stocks under the conditions of the 
plan. ’ 

(d) In either case, the further distribu- 
tion by the trustees, from time to time, of 
the net proceeds of the assets embraced 
in the trust, including any further: divi- 
dends paid by the assignee: due allow- 
ance, of course, being made as to the re- 
spective rights and interests of creditors 
availing of the alternative privileges. 

(e) The prompt winding up of the gen- 
eral assignment. 

It is to be understood that I assume no 
personal responsibility respecting the 
Statements contained herein and in the 
plan of agreement, as the same are based 
upon the reports made by the assignee 
and his competent experts; and also, that 
I make no statement and give no prog- 
nostication as to the additional amount 
which may be received by such creditors 
(each creditor being himself the judge 


| upon this point), but it will be substan- 


tial, and it will be noted that under this 
plan the depositing creditors get all their 
equity in the assigned estate, in one form 
or another; that they obtain the major 
portions of it at once, without waiting 
ior the inevitable delays of the law; and 
that all the remaining equity will be pru- 
dently managed, and in due course be dis- 
tributed by the trustees.

UNION PACIFIC THE LEADER 


Resumed Its 
Early in Day. 


B. R. T. AND SUGAR WERE ADVANCED 


General List Was Rather Neglected 
and Price Movements Unimpor- 
tant, Closing at Net Gains. 


New York, July 17.—The stock market gave 
evidence today of operations by an influential 
bull party. Their efforts to advance prices mét 
with considerable success, and were assisted 
by a sharp upward movement in a number of 
individual stocks in which an outstanding 
short interest was driven to cover. Business 
continued in a large part in professional hands, 
The general list was rather neglected and its 
price movements were unimportant, but net 
gains were generally registered at the close of 
the day. The manipulative character of the 
market was evident from the circulation from 
time to time of some rather extravagant ru- 
mors. But the resulting gains were pretty 
well held, and the pressure of profit-taking 
at the advance was not sufficient to cause any 
very notable setback. The tone of the market 
at the close was rather easy and dull at conces- 
sions from the best. This was due rather to a 
pause in the bull manipulation than to any 
large selling. Union Pacific was the most con- 
spicuous stock in the’ list, and resumed its up- 
ward movement early in the day. Higher quo- 
tations from London helped the advance, the 
news of the fall of Tien Tsin encouraging sen- 
timent. A period of dullness and relapse fol- 
lowed the higher opening, which was appar- 
ently due to the check to the upward tendency 
in Baltimore and Ohio. Some doubts were cast 
on yesterday's confident predictions of early 
dividend action on this stock. The market 
maintained an attitude of tndifference for some 
time. to the rapid advance scored, first by Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit and later by Sugar, the first 
rallying 3% from early depression and the oth- 
ers rising nearly 4 points. The movements 
were due to the demand from the shorts, who 
were disturbed by the apparent willingness of 
outside interests in Brooklyn Transit to see the 
stock go. .dcwn and by reports of large profits 
in Sugar refining at the present level of prices, 
There were similar movements on a smaller 
scale in a number of prominent specialties. 
Pacific Mail rose conspicuously 4 points on the 
supposition that it would be benefited by the 
transport of troops and military supplies to 
China. The upward movement in railroad 
stocks was renewed after midday under the 
stimulus of these special movements. The gran- 
gers, Southwesterns and St. Louis advanced 
very generally from |! to I% points and St. 
Louis and San Francisco first preferred jumped 


‘2% on a few transactions. The movement did 


not extend far outside these limits in the rail- 
road list. The steel stocks were rather quiet 


and fluctuated irregularly under the influence 


of uncertainty due to conflicting reports of a 
conference which was expected to be held to, 
day between leading steel interests, but of 
which all knowledge was denied by those in- 
terests. The favorable crop news was an im- 
portant influence in the result. The buying of 
grain-carrying roads was reputed to have its 
origin in the west, where the bull movement 
in grain has run parallel with a bull specula- 
tion in the Grangers. Denials this morning 
of a probability that congress would be con- 
vened in extra session relieved some apprehen- 
sion which was felt late yesterday. The check 
to the advance In sterling exchange was due to 
the offerings of bills against gold exports, Ar- 
rangements are reported to have been already 
made for sending $1,500,000 in gold bars by 
Thursday’s steamer, and exchange houses es- 
timate that the total for the week will run up 
to between $3,000,000 and $4.000,000. Money 
on call and. for short time loans continues/ easy 
and abundant, but lenders are indisposed to 
place loans for the longer periods.

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Items of Feminine Interest. 


Pertaining to the Atlanta Business Wo- 
men's League, The New York Tribune 
writes as follows: 

“A large body of the business women 
of Atlanta, Ga., attended a masg meet- 
ing last night in the rooms of the Atlan- 
ta Woman's Club for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a Business Women's League, 
which promises to be the largest and most 
jmportant organization in that city. The 
promoters are a number of the leading 
and professional women of Atlanta, who 
realize that the increasing numbers 
of women who work make such an or- 
ganization necessary. They argue that 
without resorting to strikes and other 
lawless measures union of this kind is 
of great value in correcting certain abuses 
of which women are the victims. 

“The immediate objects of the Atlanta 
Business Woman's League are to secure 
a rest room and restaurant, a gzymnasium 
and eventually a clubhouse where work-~ 
ing women may have access to all the 
comforts of women of leisure and a 
chance for self culture through lectures, 
music, etc. The organization will in- 
clude not only women who are at work, 
but those who, having been in business, 
are in sympathy with the needs and aims 
of those who are now self-supporting.”’

It will quickly dry up an 
unsightly pimple or, an annoying canker 
sore. It will stop the bleeding of a cut 
or scratch. Mixed with alcohol and ap- 
plied to the hair before curling alum will 
help the curl or wave in the hair on a 
damp day. 

“The juice squeezed from cucumbers, @ 
little benzoin and some crushed strawber- 
ries will give the skin a transparent 
whiteness. To bath the face in butter- 
milk will remove freckles and tan. A 
bath brewed from plantain leaf cures any 
irritation of the skin. White of egg 
mixed with lemon juice and rubbed on the 
face an hour before the bath will render 
the skin marvelously soft and white after 
only a few applications.”’ 


‘Many theorists in methods for the 
training of children object to the incen- 
tive of rewards,” says Margaret Madden 
in The Mother’s Journal. “Children, they 
think, should be taught in such a way 
that they would do the right thing sim- 
ply because it is right. This is doubtless 

‘the highest practice, the highest ground 
to take. But let us pause a moment and 
think. In all the varipus relations among 
grown folks, in business, in duties to one 
another, tn social intercourse, how many 
right acts are performed purely because 
they are right acts and for no other rea- 
son? The people who live in all their 
relations to life on this high plane are in 
the minority. The ability to live on such 
a plane is only acquired by years of dis- 
cipline and self sacrifice. How can one 
demand@ of a child that course of action 
which is so hardly acquired by those of 
larger growth? These of necessity have 
the unavoidable discipline of years, and 
they find this alone not enough to keep 
them in that high, pure atmosphere where 
not only ‘virtue is its own reward,’ but 
where it Is the only reward desired. 

“Tet us agree, then, to give children 

rewards. But the giving of them must be 
set about with many cautions. Much de- 
pends on the way in which the child is 
made to regard the reward. Never, never 
let it be anything valued coarsely for its 
‘money’s worth. Never let it be anything 
valued for its showiness or for its supe- 
riority to what another child possesses. 
Even try to guard against feeling, ‘I 
want one because John or Susie has one.’ 
Children will try for a trifling reward, 
simply because it fills their minds, and 
is something to look forward to. To il- 
lustrate, a teacher of small children 
made some tiny badges of ribbon on 
which were printed the words ‘honor roll.’ 
These badges were given to children at the 
close of schoolif they were ‘good.’ The 
badges were to be worn home and return- 
ed the next morning. Many a talkative, 
idle child became quiet and industrious 
simply for the sake of wearing a badge 

«home in the afternoon and back the next 
morning. The thought of the badge and 
of what it indicated filled their little 
minds. It was an incentive to apply 
themselves to their small duties and to 
perform them well. 

“Another strong help in, the training of 
chilaren is always to treat them in a sen- 
sible way. If you do anything for them, 
40 not make them feel their inferiority 
or weakness by the way you do it or by 
what you say. I refer to the many little 
acts which must be performed for chil- 
dren. such as handing them something 
which is beyond their reach, helping 
them in the infinite number of little ways 
they need, answering their little questions. 
If they are in €arnest, never laugh at 
them. Any small matter to which you 
May attend, do sensibly. You would not 
do anything for a grown person who was 
your inferior in size, or in strength, or 
in any way, in such a manner as to 
make him feel his inferiority. Do not do 
80 with a child.’’ ,

Lieu- 
tenant Breckinridge was in command of 
a battery, and in that battle he and nis 
entire battery were captured in a charge 
which was covered by a line of skirmish- 
ers from the Kentucky cavalry brigade, 
in command of Colonel Breckinridge, and 
led by the Texas regiment, commanded 
by Colonel Roger Q. Millis. After the bat- 
tle was over, during the night Colonel 
Breckinridge rode some eight or ten miles 
to visit his brother and: spent the larger 
part of the night with him, leaving him 
before daylight so as to be back at his 
command at daylight. After the\war Lieu- 
tenant Breckinridge remained in the reg- 
ular army, and has risen by various pro- 
motions until he beeame brigadier general 
And inspector general of the army; and 
he was a major general of volunteers 
in the Spanish war. He was promoted 
from the rank of colonel to brigadier gen- 
eral by Mr. Cleveland, and one of the most 
earnest advocates of his promotion was 
Colonel Roger Q. Mills, his former captor, 
who was at that time the chairman of the 
committee of ways and means of the 
house, of which committee Colonel Wil- 
liam C. P. Bteckinridge was a member, 
and at a conversation concerning this 
matter with Mr. Clevland, Colonel Mills, 
Colonel Breckinridge and Colonel J. C. 
Breckinridge were present and related to 
President Cleveland fne circumstances 
concerning the capture of Lieutenant J. 
C. Breckinridge by Colonel Mills. A still 
younger brother, Charles H. Breckinridge, 
graduated at West Point, was an officer 
in the federal army, died of yellow fever 
at, Fort Morgan in the discharge of his 
duty. During the campaign from Dalton to 
Atlanta the republican convention which 
nominated Abraham Lincoln for the sec- 
ond term, was held at Baltimore. Dr. 
Breckinridge was the temporary chairman 
of that convention. 

This family history illustrates how the 
war divided families in Kentucky; but the 
unbroken affection and the unimpaired 
relations between Dr. Breckinridge and 
his sons, and of the brothers also illus- 
trates how free from mere personal en- 
mity or passion were those who partici- 
pated in that war. ,

Slowly, all too 
slowly, but surely, the fraternal feeling be- 
tween the gray and the blue, the blue and the 
gray, is growing, deepening and widening, and 
the time is not far distant when all animosi- 
ties between the brave men who faced each 
other for four years in a most bloody war— 
as your Atlanta battlefields fairly attest—will, 
thank God, be wholly removed; when the rem- 
mant of sectional feeling between the north 
and the south—betwen the south and the north 
—will be entirely obliterated. 

And I rejoice, my dear friend and comrade, 
to know that no one in either the south ‘or the 
north has done more than you to bring about so 
desirable a regult.

Bailiff Had Fight With Negro Wo- 
man and Was Charged With 


Assault and Battery. 

A warrant charging Bailiff B. H. Mc- 
Connell with assault and battery was 
yesterday dismissed by Justice E. H. Orr 
after a hearing which lasted for several 
hours.
